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Notes and Comments 


HE Committee on the Revision of the 

Spanish Bible, the Aersonnel and first 
labors of which have been duly chronicled in 
the Rrcorp, have finished their work on the 
four Gospels. The Gospel of Matthew has 
been sent to Spanish scholars in various parts 
of Latin America, as well as in this country. 
They were asked to send to the chairman of 
the committee their criticisms and sugges- 
tions. Many replies have been received, all 
of which will be carefully considered in due 
time, with a view to perfecting what has 
thus been begun. When this process is com- 
plete, tentative editions of the four Gospels 
will be issued. 

The Committee was in-session with some 
minor interruptions from January 7 to Au- 
gust 31, 1909, in the Bible House, and was in 
constant consultation with the Secretaries 
and under the direction of the Committee on 
Versions. 


THE Rev. Dr. Henry C. Thomson, chair- 
man of the committee above referred to, is 
to be retained for the present, in official con- 
nection with the Society. He goes to Puerto 
Rico under the Board of Home Missions of 
the Presbyterian Church and the American 
Bible Society, dividing his time between the 
two in an agreed proportion. Dr. Thomson’s 
familiarity with the Spanish language, his 
experience and reputation as a successful 
missionary, make his labors of great value to 
the Society, and he will thus be in constant 
touch with the Bible House in relation to 
anything connected with the Spanish Version 
which needs his attention. 

Dr. Charles W. Drees has returned to his 
work in South America by way of Europe, 
making an especial visit to the Spanish penin- 
sula to observe the conditions ofthe Protes- 
tant movement in that country. 

The Rev. John Howland returned in July 
to his responsibility in connection with the 
school of the Congregational missions at 
Guadalajara, Mexico. 

The Rev. Mr. Baez is once more in charge 
of his district as Presiding Elder in the Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Mexico. 

The Rev. Mr. Diaz is on his way home to 
his work as a Presbyterian minister in Chili 
by way of Europe, making visits to old 
friends in Switzerland and other countries en 
route. 


WE are glad to announce that Mr. Charles F. 


Gammon, one of the Society’s Superintend- 
ents of Colportage in China, has just arrived 
in this country. Mr. Gammon was for sev- 
eral years in charge of the work in North 
China, but more recently has been assisting 
Dr. Hykes in the main office at Shanghai. 

He is an expert photographer, and has im- 
proved his leisure moments in China to good 
purpose in acquiring a large collection of 
valuable pictures, lantern slides, etc. He 
has also brought with him some moving pic- 
tures of rare character and great value, with 
which he proposes to make known in this 
country the conditions of life affecting Bible 
work in China. He will give lectures and 
addresses in behalf of the Endowment Fund 
both in churches and elsewhere, accompanied 
when this is possible by pictures. 

When he was here on his furlough eight 
years ago he was heard with great interest, as 
he related the thrilling story of his experi- 
ences during the ““Boxer’’ war, and though 
less tragic his story is not less interesting 
now to those who have ears to hear.

The Bible in Japan, Who Prints It, and How it 
Is Circulated 


presence here has contributed much toward 
the reduction in expense, as well as success, 
in the conduct of Bible work in the East. It 
began ten years ago and now employs 400 
persons. During the year just closed the 
company has printed and bound for the differ- 
ent Agencies in Japan, Korea, China, the 
Philippines, and Malaysia, 25,000 Bibles, 
284,324 Testaments, and 379,000 portions. It 
is estimated that the employment of this 
Christian company has resulted, from the first, 
in the saving of $50,000 in the cost, as well 
as securing prompt and satisfactory work. 
The Board of Managers some time ago made 
Mr. Muraoka an honorary life member of the 
Society by special vote. 

The author ot the following, Mr. J. P. 
Whitney, is from Australia, and a business 
man, who was converted after reaching mid- 
dle life. Wishing to be where he could be’ 
of the more service in the Lord’s work he 
came to Japan, and not being able to speak 
the laneuage, he has taken up the distribu- 
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tion of copies of the New Testament. At 
first he sold on the streets of Tokyo, but he 
has now gone to the interior and is doing 
what he can there for the advancement of the 
Redeemer’s Kingdom. He receives no sal- 
ary, but a commission only, and is working 
neither for money nor fame, but simply for 
the glory of the Master. He has sold during 
the last two years more than 16,000 copies of 
the New Testament. His picture appeared 
on page seven ot the January number of the 
Recorp for 1908. 

‘“Vou will be glad to hear that the Lord is 
still working here and answering prayer. 

‘“T have made three trips to villages and 
have done welleach time. Our total sales from 
April 24th to May 27th are 732 copies. 

‘* Last Wednesday my wife, our worker, and 
myself went to Shiojiri. It was pouring rain 
and very few people were about, so we can- 
vassed the houses and shops. At night we 
had a fine meeting in the hotel; two rooms 
were full and numbers of people were stand- 
ing in the street, where they could hear very

well. The meeting lasted an hour anda half, 
and at the close eight stayed to hear more.

‘“Phe week previous I went with my worker 
to Akashima, and then walked to Kamate, 
where we had a meeting at night, about one 
hundred attending.

He and a friend came two 
and one-half miles to the meeting, and after 
the meeting we had a talk with them. ‘The 
schoolmaster at Kamate had previously told 
us that it was no use bothering about him, as 
he was only a boy.

‘“‘T feel that the Lord is going to give us 
souls there. At both these places the majority 
of the people had never heard any preaching, 
and as I stood and faced each crowd I felt the 
responsibility God had placed upon me, and I 
felt great joy in telling the glorious Gospel 
truths to those who had never heard. | 

“ Last Saturday night and all Sunday we had 
a fine time. There was a large festival held 
inatemple at the rear of our house, and crowds. 
of people passed by. On Saturday evening 
my wife and I got our basket and set it up in 
the garden in front of our house. People soon 
began to buy, and when our worker came he 
was able to preach to them. Crowds listened 
to the Gospel story and many bought Testa- 
ments. We sold ninety Japanese and seven 
English copies, and on Monday a young man 
came and bought a Japanese Bible. He had 
looked at it Saturday night. — . 

“ Our servant girl wanted to give out tracts, 
so I gave her some. Then she wanted to ti 
and sell Testaments. I let her have some, 
and she succeeded in selling ten, to her grea 
joy. She was brought to the Lord throu 
the Bible selling, and now tries to win oth 
in the same way.

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The Awakening of a Hero

OT all the truly great men are known to 

history. Years ago (in 1888) a mis- 
sionary couple, having been in the country 
(Mexico) but two years, moved to the then 
thriving mining town of Cusihuiriachic, ninety 
miles west of Chihuahua, on the very backbone 
of the continent, with the sources of rivers 
flowing to the two oceans on either side, to 
begin work in that virgin field. Among the 
first fruits was the hero of this sketch, of whom 
one of our most faithful missionaries after- 
ward said, ‘‘ If I could have had the privilege 
of bringing one such soul to the Saviour, and 
only one, I would con- 
sider it worth the work 
of a lifetime.” 

As I knew him first, 
however, he seemed a 
most unpromising case. 
He was a gardener, sus- 
taining himself by ped- 
dling his few and not 
very attractive vegeta- 
bles along the streets of 
the town, but for years 
he had been so com- 
pletely the slave of drink 
that he was seldom 
found sober. His wife 
and family had left him 
when they could stand 
it no longer, and had 
moved: to, Kl Paso: 
About two years after 
Don Florentino’s con- 
version the same mis- 
sionary met the wife, 
who, in the meantime, 
had also accepted the 
Gospel and was a mem- 
ber of an evangelical 
church, and at his re- 
quest told her of Don Florentino’s great 
change and asked if she would go back to 
him. She looked the missionary calmly in 
the eye and said, “I do not believe the grace 
of God could change such a brute as he was,”’ 
and she did not go back. 


His Conversion 


Don Florentino took a Testament in ex- 
change for some vegetables one day, and was 
invited to attend the services at the chapel to 
hear some explanations of the new book. He 
scarcely knew his letters, but got a friend to 
read some of the new book to him, and he 
liked it so well that he decided to go to the

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meetings. He also observed that what hi 
friend had read to him seemed to interest th 
reader fully as much as the one read fo 
and he then learned one of the most impor 
tant lessons of his life and practiced it for year 
afterward—that the best way to interest any 
one in a book is to induce him to take the 
book in his hand and read something in i 
himself. : 
Don Florentino was soon convinced of th 
truth of the “ new religion,’’ and while it was 
some months, perhaps more than a year, be: 
fore he was received into the church, the 
change in his life was 
complete and sudden 
His first step was te 
leave off drinking abso- 
lutely. Years afterward 
he told the writer that 
from the very day that 
he had known the love 
of Christ in. his heart 
he had never felt the 
least desire to drink, 
and certain it is that he 
was never known to 
take a drop of liquor 
after that day. Pe 
From the very first 
his greatest desire was 
to let others know the 
good news contained in 
the blessed book; and 
without any suggestion 
from others or any pay 
for doing it, he began 
to try to get others to 
buy Testaments and 
Bibles for themselves. 
He always carried his 
Testament with him, 
and sometimes a friend 
would laughingly say, ‘What do you want 
of a book? You don’t know how to read.” 
But he would reply with a smile, “ Vesy 
it’s true I can’t read very much, so won’t you 
please read this for me?”? And he knew just 
where to open his Bible to find the best places 
for him to read. He would take the book with 
him as he sold vegetables and read afew words 
to this woman, or that child, and he had such 
a genial smile and kindly way that everybody 
loved him, and they would listen in spite of 
the life-long prejudice existing against anya 
thing which was not Roman Catholic. } 
And so his true life-work was begun before 
he knew it. Mr. Olds; the missionary then on 


the field, in 1891 or 1892 I think, perceiving 
the ability of the man and rightly judging his 
‘consecration and character, gave him a few 
books to sell at first, and gradually overcom- 
ing the objections and difficulties in the way, 
zat last had him regularly engaged, giving his 
whole time and all his energies to the work of 
i introducing the Bible into places where it had 
been unknown before. 


His Object 


Don Florentino never made a great record 
sas compared with some others in the number 
‘of Bibles sold. This was chiefly because his 
object was not to sell books, but to lead souls 
tto Christ. He could not preach, and he knew 
iit. When he returned from some of his long 
i trips the missionaries would ask him to tell the 
l brethren in the churches of his work, but he 
‘did not like to do it, and always made a fail- 
ure when he tried; but out in the mountains, 
/on the road, or in the humble homes of the 
‘poor, he could tell them the Gospel story bet- 
ter than the most eloquent preacher. He never 
worked in the cities, but to this day we are 
still finding ranches and mining towns hidden 
away in the Sierra Madre, where he went years 
ago, and they still remember him with love 
and respect. 


His Method 


He never went to school nor took lessons 
from anyone in the art of selling books. 
His success was due solely to native ability, 
or rather to divine direction, which, perhaps, 
is the same thing. He believed sincerely in 
personal work. He did not care to sell Bibles 
in bulk, but only to those to whom they would 
do some good; and for that reason he always 
wanted to go back after a time over the same 
route to see if they were using their Bibles, 
and to induce them to get together to study 
them. He almost always sold more on the 
second visit than on the first, which is not the 
experience of all colporteurs, I think. 

He was a lover of children and loved by 
them—one of the surest proofs of a good 
man. He was genial and always joking, and, 
best of all, his jokes left a sweet taste in the 
mouth and were good to remember. I have 
followed him years afterward and found this 
always true. He was notably kind to his 
horse and took the best of care of this con- 
stant companion of his travels, even when he 
had to suffer for lack of it—another brand of 

true manliness. I have known him to stand 

out in the rain for an hour in a filthy, sloppy 

corral on a dark night and after a terribly 
long, hard day’s ride, to keep the pigs away 
and be sure that the tired horses got the last 
grain of corn given them. 
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The Extent of his Work 

He kept at his work steadily for just about 
ten years. He traveled almost exclusively on 
horseback, although frequently walking, when 
his horse had an especially heavy load of 
books to carry, through the mountain regions 
along the borders of the states of Chihuahua, 
Sonora, and Sinaloa. No one knows the 
number of miles he traveled, but he was going 
all the time. He took no vacations. 

To his introductory work is directly trace- 
able the organization of five churches now 
existing, perhaps more, and there are many 
groups of believers, too small to form an or- 
ganized church, scattered all through that re- 
gion—faithful Christians so far as we can 
judge, and some of whom even yet have 
never had the help of a visit from any other 
Christian worker, but have the Bible as a 
guide, and the presence of him to whom the 
Bible leads us. 

To a little town in northeastern Sonora, 
Bacerac, Don Florentino came one day in 
June of 1901 with a small stock of Bibles in 
his saddle-bags. He secured lodging at one 
of the houses and started out on his work the 
next day, leaving his horse in the corral. The 
man of the house proceeded to get drunk—a 
frequent operation with him—and seeing the 
good-looking horse of Don Florentino in the 
yard, took a notion to saddle it and run races 
with anyone he should find ready LOumate 
game. And so he passed the day, abusing 
the horse wofully, until someone told him that 
Don Florentino thought a great deal of his 
horse and would be much put out. The man 
was enraged at the thought, and the more 
he drank the madder he became. At eve- 
ning he returned to the house and found 
Don Florentino there, having gone back for 
more books. As the drunken man opened 
the door he cried out, “Now I am going 
to kill you, you accursed Protestant!’ But 
Don Florentino said with a laugh, ‘Oh, no, 
my friend, you would not do that!’ and al- 
though the man was drawing his revolver, he 
calmly turned his back to him and stooped 
down to take some books from the saddle-bags 
on the floor. The man, standing so close that 
he almost touched him, shot him in the back of 
the head, the ball going in through one side of 
his palm hat and coming out the other. 

They keep the hat as a sad relic in Cumpas, 
and they showed it to me a few years ago when 
I was there. How many memories it brought 
back of one of the best friends I ever had! 

The murderer was imprisoned for over seven 
years, and Don Florentino travels no more, 
but the work that he started continues, and 
the fruit is being gathered in years after his 


work has ceased. 
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A Spiritualistic Inquirer 


HE following incident from Manila illus- 
trates the strange allies that the Bible 
Society has: 


He wore the uniform of an officer in the 
Philippine Scouts, and his speech bespoke a 
man of unusual learning and culture as he 
inquired concerning our Spanish Bibles. I 
showed him what we had, and he purchased a 
copy of the costliest style of binding, with 
large type, as he said his eyesight was failing. 

Further conversation led to his informing 
me that he was the accomplished possessor of 
nine separate professions, any one of-which 
would gain him a livelihood anywhere. These 
included singing and dancing, veterinary sur- 
geon, fencing, and various others, concluding 
with that of spiritualistic medium of high de- 
gree. He had recently resigned his position 
with the army and was at present devoting 
his entire time to spiritualistic studies. 

At aseance a few evenings previous he had 
placed a paper and pencil on a table, covering 
it all with a cloth; then, with hands touching 
the table, had asked the “‘spirit’’ to send him 
a message as to where he could-find further 
light as to spiritual truths. After the usual

delay he took the paper and read this mes- 
sage, ‘Get a Bible.’’ He had none, so bor- 
rowed one from a friend. Again the mystic 
writing, ‘“Get a Bible for yourself.” Not 
knowing where such could be found, he in- 
quired of a friend who was present and was 
informed that a large, illustrated copy of 
the Bible was for sale at such and such @ 
Spanish bookstore here in Manila. Inquiring 
of the ‘‘spirit’’ again as to whether this would 
do, he received the following, “‘ No, that is 
made by the friars; get one from the Bible 
Society.’’ So he came in implicit obedience 
to the command. 

He was much interested in the volume and 
expressed his sorrow that he had not known 
before that we had such volumes for sale at 
such a price. I told him that I had never had 
very great faith in such demonstrations, but 
if this present inspiration came therefrom, it 
certainly could not be bad, and that of all the 
instructions he had as yet received through 
this medium, I would not hesitate to count 
this as the sanest and best, and requested that 
he cultivate the friendship of that “‘spirit’’ 
and ask it to pass the same instruction on to 
others.

Agency 


By the Rev. J. F. Horton, Agency Secretary 


HE Northwestern Agency was organized 
three years ago November Ist. From 
the beginning we have tried to keep in mind 
the fact that the American Bible Society was 
organized as the agency of the churches for 
the distribution of Bibles among all national- 
ities and in all languages; in fact, it is the 
pioneer going before the churches, sowing the 
seed of the gospel and opening the way for 
the establishment of Christian churches and 
schools. With this thought in mind, the 
Northwestern Agency has tried to conduct 
its work among foreign-speaking people as a 
co-worker with all Protestant denominations. 
That it has been successful in doing this is 
evident from the fact that eighteen permanent 
church missions have been the direct result of 
the work of our Bible colporteurs among the 
foreign-speaking people during these three 
years, an average of six new missions for 
each year. 


It is an evidence of the good work that has 


been done that all these missions are in a 
flourishing condition—not one of them a fail- 
ure. One of the first missions to be estab- 
lished by the work of our Bible colporteurs is 
the Slavic Presbyterian Mission in the stock- 
yard district in Chicago. Mr. Paul Glaser, a 
native of Russia, was employed as a Bible 
colporteur, February, 1907, to work among the 
Slavic peoples of the south side of Chicago. 
His work was so successful that on the first of 
June of the same year a mission was estab- 
lished and taken charge of by the Presbytery 
of Chicago. Since that time Mr. Glaser has 
continued as the devoted and successful super- 
intendent of the mission. Part of his time is 
given to Bible colporteur work, and he has 
placed the Bible in several languages in many 
homes during the last year. Inthe following 
statement he gives some interesting incidents 
illustrating the influence of the Word of God 
among the people: 3 

During the two years of my work as a

“There is a sad

You 
‘couldn’t imagine 
how much the 
children of these 
Slavic peoples 
prize every word of the teachings of Jesus 
Christ. Certainly there must be a big truth 
in his Word: ‘Suffer little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not, for of such is 
the kingdom of heaven.’ 

“Once I visited a Bohemian home and 
found about ten men there. When I began to 
show them the Bible they laughed at me and 
ridiculed the Word of God. One of them asked 
me if I had any of Ingersoll’s works to sell; 
another one said that I must think them fools 
to buy a Bible. I replied that if I had con- 
sidered them foolish I would not have offered 
the Bible to them. After talking to them

awhile I found that they were socialists and 
did not believe in God. I told them if they 
wanted to know the best things about social- 
ism they should go to the Bible and read 
Christ’s Sermon on the Mount and the books 
of Jeremiah and Isaiah. They boughta Bible 
from me. Four of those men are now good 
Christians, members of our mission. I be- 
lieve the others will come to Christ very: 
soon. 

‘““My experience among the Slavic peoples 
teaches me that the Holy Bible is the only 
help for those people who do not know about 
Christianity, for these men have been trained 
and taught to do things 
which are against its true 
teachings.” 


Work among the Italians 


Probably the most suc- 
cessful Bible colporteur 
work conducted by the 
Northwestern Agency has. 
been among the Italians. 
Six of the eighteen mis- 
sions established are 
Italian. Our most suc- 
cessful worker is Mr. 
Eugene De Luca, who has 
been so ably assisted by 
the good work of his 
wife. 

Mr. De Enea has been 
working for the North- 
western Agency, for all 
ot part of his time, since 
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December, 1906. Three Italian missions 
have grown out of his work. During the 
summer of 1908 he made a thorough canvass 
of the Italian settlement in five counties 
of southern Illinois. He was exceptionally

successful in the number of sales he made, 
selling 331 Italian Bibles, and 216 Testaments 
during the months of July and August. Mrs. 
De Luca accompanied him on many trips in 
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the coal-mining settlements, and sought every 
opportunity to win the Italian women to Christ. 
We take pleasure in presenting the picture of 
Mr. and Mrs. De Luca as they appeared in 
a walk of several miles, which they took to 
one of the Italian settlements on a hot July 
day. 

One of the most conspicuous illustrations of 
the effective co-operation of the American 
Bible Society with the churches is that of the 
Italian mission at Calumet, Mich. There are 
probably 8,000 Italians in Calumet and vicin- 
ity. This is the center of the great copper 
regions of northern Michigan. Until this year 
no missionary work had been done among 
these people. The Synod of the Presbyterian 
Church of Michigan, desiring to establish such 
a missionary work, invited the co-operation 
of the American Bible Society. Mr. De Luca 
was selected to start the work among the 
Italians in this region, the Bible Society to 
pay one half of his salary for the colporteur 
work. Mrs. De Luca was also employed with 
work among the women and children. 

They began the work the first day of May. 
Mr. De Luca, according to his usual custom, 
has visited the Italian homes, selling Italian 
Scriptures and inviting the people to attend 
the evening classes for the study of English, 
and, later on, the Sunday services for the 
study of the Bible. The work has been a re- 
markable success from the beginning. Over 
a hundred men and women attend the English 
classes, a fine Sunday school has been organ- 
ized, and Sunday preaching services, conducted 
by Mr. De Luca, are largely attended. The 
accompanying picture represents one of the 
Bible-study classes in the mission. 


California and Its Needs 


LETTER from California gives us a 
glimpse of a cheerless corner of the 
United States to which the Gospel has carried 
cheer. East from the Sierras, south from 
Panamint and Amargosa, close to the terrible 
“Death Valley,’’ is the country of ‘‘ Lost Bor- 
ders.” There are hills, rounded, blunt, burned, 
chrome and vermilion painted, aspiring to the 
snow line. Between them lie plains, full of 
intolerable sun glare, or narrow valleys 
drowned in a blue haze. ‘“‘Desert’’ is the 
name which the greater part of Inyo County, 
California, bears on the maps. ‘‘The In- 
dians’’ were a better name to put on the 
maps. Ute, Piute, Mojave, and Shoshone in- 
habit its frontiers and as far into the heart of 
it as man dare go. 
From this forbidding and even terrible re- 


gion calls have reached the Bible Society for 
Scriptures to be used among the Indians. 
Now we can give some glimpses of the good 
work that missionaries are doing with the 
Gospel among those people. 4 
In the town of Bishop, on Owen’s River in™ 
the northern part of Inyo County, is a gov- 
ernment school. A woman who was teacher 
of this school asked some time ago to be 
transferred to the position of “‘ Field Matron ”’ 
among the Indians. A Field Matron, by they 
way, is father, mother, minister, lawyer, doc-. 
tor, and trained nurse for the people among 
whom she lives. This lady has labored long 
and faithfully among the people; she has 
asked for helpers from the California Indian 
Association, and through that association 
from the Bible Society and other bodies.

She is now beseeching friends who live near 
the centers of power to get somebody to send 
detectives into Inyo County to arrest Japanese 
and American traders who are deliberately 
trying to teach the Indians drunkenness, gam- 
bling, and other black vices of white men. 
She has succeeded in getting the help of one 
or two Christian men as preachers, and the 
Gospel is taking hold of the Indians in a re- 
markable way. One of these men is a thor- 
oughly converted Piute Indian,and he is preach- 
ing to groups of his people very effectively. 
One old Indian said of this evangelist’s sermon 
on the new birth: © I knew there was some- 
thing that must be done, but I could not under- 
stand. Now I understand and I believe.”’ 
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The last letter from Bishop is dated July 
18th and says: 

~ Last night we had between fourteen and 
eighteen come to us seeking Christ. I have 
good reason to believe that twelve of them 
surrendered their hearts to Christ. Send me 
as many New Testaments as youcan. Many 
of the people can read. Next Lord’s day 
I expect to start them in Bible study be- 
ginning with the words, ‘In the beginning, 
Godaas 

This is a letter to the California Indian 
Association, but every contributor to the 
American Bible Society has some share, be- 
sides mere interest, in furnishing the Testa- 
ments so urgently called for. 


From the Eastern Agency 


4 DO not know whether I shall call this 

conversion or not,’’ wrote Michael Toth, 
a colporteur among the Hungarians in New 
York State for the Eastern Agency. “This 
man was born a Christian, but later on he 
became a non-Christian. When I called on 
him and told him my business he wanted to 
throw me out of his house with my Bibles. 
At the end of my visit, which was endured 
longer than two hours, he bought a Bible and 
thanked me very much for visiting him. I 
have met him frequently since then, and it is 


evident that he is a real Christian now.”’ 


The two months just spent by Mr. Toth 
among the 1,500 Hungarian families in West- 
chester County, N. Y., were fruitful in bring- 
ing the Bible with its message to many, who 
stated that they had not seen a minister or a 
colporteur before in fifteen years of their res- 
idence in America. He reports: 


“T met a family who did not know what the 
Bible is. I enlightened them and they bought 
a Bible with very much pleasure. However, 
there was one man to whom I was not able to 
sell a Bible. He isa good old Christian. He 
said he once had an old and very great Bible 
in his native country, and he would now like 
to buy one of my Bibles, but I was not able 
to overcome his ignorant prejudice and con- 
vince him that these Bibles are the very same, 
only alittle smaller, than his old, great Bible. 

‘““T visited 1,301 families and found 467 of 
them without Bibles. I wasable to sell more 
than $40 worth of cheaper Hungarian Scrip- 
tures and also donated many to poor families. 
These Hungarians are in the main good 
people, but they have no divine work among 
them. God’s blessing upon the American 
Bible Society for sending a colporteur to them 
with the enlightening Book.” 


A Lawyer’s View of Miracles 


DGE FRANCIS J. LAMB, of Madison, 

Wis., Vice-President of the American 
Bible Society, has written a noteworthy book, 
entitled ‘‘ Miracle and Science.’’? The method 
of the book is that of one or two books on 
Pilate’s trial of Jesus Christ written by emi- 
nent lawyers. It discusses the value of the 
Bible records as evidence entirely from the 
point of view of a court of law. According 
to the rules of evidence it shows that these 


records must be accepted as true, and ye 
This 


they are ancient documents found in the cus- 
tody that agrees with their character, acted 


upon as true in the past, and not impeached 
by any competent testimony. Records hav- 
ing these qualities must be held to be true 
until proof is produced to show that they are 
not what they claim to be. 

All this is very clearly set forth with wealth 
of detail that is healthy reading. The Bible 
records being therefore unimpeached evidence 
as to miracles, there ought to be no difficulty 
in believing that Lazarus was raised from the 
dead or that Moses did teach Pharaoh by the 
plagues of Egypt. This is only the begin- 
ning, however. There is no real difficulty 
about believing in miracles. It is no more 
incredible that God, who knows all the prop- 
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erties of nature, can combine forces for new 
results, than it is that men who have learned 
some of the properties of nature can combine 
them to make a bit of wire carry a message, 
or shed light like alamp. Furthermore, the 
object of miracles always has been to certify 
the divine origin of a message to men, and 
this could not be certainly proved without 
miracle. 

Judge Lamb’s points are reasonable, ex- 
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plained with crystal clearness and fortified by 
sound and forceful logic. His book will be 
found a powerful tonic for anyone who won- 
deringly questions whether the Bible is really 
as untrustworthy as some writers claim. It 
is well worth careful study, Bible in hand. 
To-many in this day it will open an entirely 
new line of thought, and they will join us in 
thanking the author for the service he has 
rendered to Bible lovers. 


Bibles that Ran the Blockade 


HE following article is quoted from the 

columns of the 7he Christian Advocate, 
from the pen of the Rev. Wilbur Fletcher 
Steele. Mr. Steele has with loving care sought 
out interesting and valuable data concerning 
the Confederate States Bible Society, which 
we think will be interesting to many readers, 
both North and South. 

One of the Managers of the Society has re- 
cently acquired after long search one of the 
rare remaining copies of a New Testament 
published by the Confederate States Society. 
Mr. Steele brings out the fact, which is well 
worth noting, that leading men in the South- 
ern Confederacy were devout Bible lovers, 
and made it their special business to see to it 
that the people of the South, both soldiers 
and civilians, had God’s Holy Word. 


As a bibliophile in more senses than one, I 
acquired in 1894 a copy of the New Testa- 
ment and Psalms, published in Augusta, Ga., 
by the ‘‘Confederate States and Bible So- 
ciety, instituted in the year 1862.’ The date, 
place, and name are most suggestive. All 
the years since this “‘find’’ has allured me to 
a division of my pleasure with a larger circle 
of readers. That patient waiters are no losers, 
however, the sequel will show. 

The volume is of the familiar pocket size 
as issued by the American Bible Society. 
The binding is of manilla sides, with a black 
cloth back. The entire type work presents a 
familiar appearance, save the lower portion 
of the title-page. Here the presswork seems 
indifferent, while the item quoted above would 
seem to have been “loose in the form.” 

Repeated inquiry at the Bible House in 
New York and through the press of the South 
has brought no information as to this rare 
volume’s origin. A recent browse in the 
Boston Atheneum Library, however, supplied 
the counterpart to it, in the shape of the 


‘““Second Annual Report of the Bible Society 
of the Confederate States of America, 1864; 
with the Constitution of the Society, its Pa- 
trons, Life Directors, Members, etc., Augusta, 
Ga. Steam Power Press of Stockton & Co., 
1864.”’ 

From every point of view these works de- 
serve wider notice. Following are some 
points in the report: 


“The opening service of the second Anni- 
versary meeting of the Bible Society of the 
Confederate States of America, was held at 


the Presbyterian Church, in Augusta, Ga., 


April 20, 1864, at 9 o’clock, p. m. * * *,” 
The sermon was preached by “‘the Rev. Dr. 


T. V. Moore, of the Presbyterian Church, ~ 


Richmond, Va., from Matt. 4. 4.*” 


In the footnote indicated by the asterisk 


occurs the following statement: 


‘It is proper to say that in rendering this — 


excellent service for the Society, Dr. Moore 
kindly yielded to an unexpected request; for 


Dr. B. M. Palmer had been engaged to preach 
on the occasion; but he was prevented from — 


being present because of a recent order in- 
hibiting travel on any of the railroads be- 


tween Augusta and Richmond, a military 


necessity making it necessary for the govern- 
ment to appropriate all the transportation to 
its own use. The same fact, doubtless, pre- 
vented the attendance of members from the 


States north of Georgia—except Dr. Moore, 


who had been some time in this State. The 
fact is worthy of record, that posterity may 


know, that even while our Confederacy is in | 


the agony of a life and death struggle, the 
servants of God are trying to urge forward 
their work, as though there were no war.”’ 


Members were present from Virginia, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, and Louisiana. The Rev. Dr. 
Myers read the Report, in part as follows: 


“That gracious Providence, which amid all 
the perils of a destructive war, has preserved 
our young Republic from overthrow, not- 


: 
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withstanding the frequent disasters of the 
past year, adds to the mercies bestowed on 
us further cause for gratitude and praise, by 
permitting the Bible Society of the Confed- 
erate States to convene, in annual session; 
and the Board of the Society would first of 
all record their grateful sense of obligation to 
Almighty God for all His loving kindness.”’ 


Under the heading, “Supplies of the Scrip- 
tures’’: 


““In the Report of last year, the corre- 
spondence of the Board with the British and 
Foreign Bible Society was given, and the 
plan detailed by which it was believed we 
could get a large supply of the Scriptures 
from that Society. About the time of the 
last annual meeting the first shipments came 
forward quite regularly for two or three 
months, until forty-three cases of books had 
reached us. ‘Then there was a suspension of 
receipts until December, when five cases were 
received, making forty-eight in all. 

“This suspension was occasioned by no 
fault of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, but resulted from the difficulty of ob- 
taining transportation from Nassau [English 
port in the Bahamas, 200 miles east of Florida] 
to our blockaded ports. That Society con- 
tinued to send forward shipments regularly 
until September 16, when ninety-two cases 
had been forwarded—forty-four of which had 
not reached us; nor is it known whether it is 
because they have not been reshipped to us 
[at Nassau], or whether, having been for- 
warded, they have fallen into the hands of the 
United States cruisers.” 


A search through the archives at Washing- 
ton would doubtless reveal the capture and 
perhaps the disposition made of some of 
those cases that failed to “‘run the blockade.” 
Were such ‘‘contraband of war’’? Proceed- 
‘ing, the Report shows how the Britishers 
rendered biblical ‘‘aid and comfort’’ to the 
belligerents: 


“‘By these shipments the noble proffer of a 
credit of $15,000 to this Society by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society was exhausted; 
but not the kindness and the Christian cour- 
tesy of its officers. The Rev. Charles Jack- 
son, its Secretary, generously wrote that if 
the Board wishes to extend its credit, it need 
not hesitate to apply for the extension; for 
though he could not officially proffer it, yet 
he would cheerfully advocate a grant of fur- 
ther credit, and he had no doubt that the direct- 
ors of the Society would cheerfully accord it: 

““The obstacles in the way of importing 
our books do not seem likely to be removed. 
After Messrs. John Fraser & Co., who were 
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bringing them in for us, had sold their steam- 
ers, the Chicora Ex. and Im. Company brought 
over one shipment, and generously remitted 
the freight, after the bill had been paid. 
Messrs. John Fraser & Co. also declined to 
render bills of charges for the last shipment 
brought on their steamers. Subsequently 
W. C. Bee, Esq., kindly acquiesced in a re- 
quest to afford assistance to the Board in 
bringing its shipments from Nassau, and he 
further proffered to import them free of 
charge.’’ 


Owing to this cessation and these difficul- 
ties, the Board had seriously considered the 
plan of becoming its own publisher, and was 
looking “toward publishing another edition 
of the New Testament and Psalms, from its 
own stereotype plates.”’ 

But this was in vain. All advertisements 
for offers to print 100,000 copies thus re- 
mained unanswered. They had finally per- 
suaded Evans & Cogswell, of Columbia, 
S. C., to undertake the matter, but without 
much headway being made. 

Under the heading “Distribution” as fol- 
lows: 


‘Almost all the volumes the Board has 
distributed have gone to the soldiers. It has 
been a subject of deep regret that the con- 
stant and urgent demand of our brave de- 
fenders for the word of life cannot be sup- 
plied. Perhaps no martial host ever gathered 
upon earth has been so deeply or generally 
influenced by religious truth as has the Army 
of the Confederacy during the last eighteen 
months. The preaching of the gospel has 
wonderfully arrested the attention of the sol- 
diers, and has asserted control over their 
habits to such a degree as to add many con- 
firmatory proofs of the presence of the super- 
natural in the religion of Christ.’’ 


From further perusal one perceives that 
patrons were constituted by the gift of one 
thousand dollars, there being two such, both 
from Georgia. Life directors had given one 
hundred and fifty dollars, among the seventy 
of whom were Jefferson Davis, “‘ President 
Confederate States,’ and, hailing from ‘‘C. S. 
A.,’’ Generals Bragg, Beauregard, Hill, Jack- 
son, Johnson, and Lee. There were about 
one thousand life members, through the gift 
of thirty dollars in one payment, with three of 
whom strangely the writer became well ac- 
quainted a score of years later. 

From the financial statement it appears that 
the net funds on hand were $104,724.64, of 
which with genuine patriotism and unflinch- 
ing faith $95,000 were in “7-30 treasury 
notes,”’ and $3,500 in ‘four per cent bonds.” 
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Out of the cash balance of $6,222.64 ~ the 
Society is to pay for the edition of the Testa- 
ment and Psalms now publishing—and when 
opportunity offers for the books purchased of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society.”’ 

The Bible was as truly appealed to for sup- 
port by the South as at the North, all of which 
should lead to the most careful study how 
to interpret it rigidly and unbiasedly; which 
few—though an increasing number—are do- 
ing. 

It will prevent possible misunderstanding 
if weadd that the American Bible Society was 
by no means indifferent to the needs not only 
of non-combatants of the Southern States dur- 
ing the progress of the war, but of the Con- 
federate armies inthe field. 

The Board of Managers of the Society on 
July 11, 1861, passed this resolution: ‘‘ That 
the Board of Managers do not see cause to 
make any recommendation in their practice or 
policy in regard to supplying Auxiliary Soci- 
eties.’’ That is to say, auxiliaries in the zone 
of war and in the Southern States generally 
were supplied as far as they could be. 

The Annual Report for 1864 shows that 
100,000 Bibles and Testaments were granted 
to the Board of Army Colportage of North 
Carolina for Confederate soldiers and the 
people of that state. This large grant was 
made through the Rev. Levi Thorne of 
Kinston, N. C., and was heartily indorsed by 
Governor Vance and other gentlemen of high 
position in that state. Twenty thousand vol-

umes were granted at the request of the 
Memphis and Shelbyville County Bible So- 
ciety for the Confederate Army of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley just before the capture of 
Vicksburg. 

The Maryland Bible Society, which was 
particularly active and acted as agent for the 
American Bible Society, transmitted 86,424 
volumes to the South during the year 1863. 
Donations of $1,000 each were received from 
three gentlemen in the North, and Testaments 
to this amount were sent to the Rey. Drs. 
Stiles and Taylor, of Richmond, Va., for free 
distribution. 

The Secretaries of War and of the Navy 
and the generals in command at various points, 
together with the authorities of the Confeder- 
acy, kindly aided the forwarding of the cases 
containing these grants, which amounted as a 
total to 257,878 volumes for that year. In 
addition to this, large grants were made to 
the Southern prisoners in the North, and at 
one time 5,000 Testaments were sent and 
distributed among Northern prisoners at 
Libby Prison, Richmond, Va. The Bible 
Society of Virginia consented to distribute 
copies among Northern prisoners in Rich- 
mond and elsewhere in the South. 

We thank God that the Christian people of ~ 
this country are now all united in one great 
national Society, and may say of it, 


““Blest be the tie that binds

Free Testaments in China 


HERE are exceptions to all rules in 

Bible distribution, as elsewhere. ‘The 
general rule and custom of Bible Societies is 
against free distribution on a large scale, but 
there are times when this rule must yield. 
This is illustrated by the following extract 
from a letter recently received by Dr. Hykes 
from the Rev. G. G. Warren, of Changsha, 
China: 

“On a journey which I made to the Nan 
Yoh Mountain last September I was very much 
impressed with a certain class of worshiping 
pilgrims whom one meets in scores. Every 
three, five or seven steps they prostrate them- 
selves in worship of an unseen power, who 
yet sees them, counts their steps, and watches 
for any error. The worship seems to be ofa 


very unselfish character. Occasionally the re- 
covery of a sick parent is the boon desired, 
but more generally the penance is imposed 
by the worshiper on himself on account of sin, 
and is offered to the gods asa covering of 
and atonement for sin. I have thought that 
many of these worshipers would be glad to 
know of a different and divine method of 
atonement. Could your Bible Society give 
help by making a grant of 2,000 New Testa- 
ments? I hope to superintend a mission at — 
Nan Yoh throughout the coming September. 
I have no means of knowing what number of 
worshipers would be likely to come to the 
mountain during that month, but I certainly 
wee they are to be numbered by the thou- 
sand. ,

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Man- 

agers was held at the Bible House on 
Thursday, September 2, 1909, at 3.30 p.m., 
with President Theophilus A. Brouwer in the 
chair. 


The Rev. Henry Loomis, the Society’s 
Agent for Japan, conducted the devotional 
exercises, reading a part of the 119th Psalm 
and offering prayer. 

It was voted to amend the By-Laws in the 
sense proposed at a previous meeting so as 
to make the President of the Society ex-officio 
a member of all standing committees. 

In the domestic field twenty grants of Scrip- 
tures were made, valued at $87.61. 

In the foreign field a grant of Scriptures 
was made to the Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society, valued at $19.50; and to the 
La Plata Agency a special grant for the Rev. 
Vernon M. McCombs, of Callao, Peru, of 
Chinese Scriptures valued at $2.52. 

The Secretaries reported consignments to 
Foreign Agencies during the month of August 
as follows: 

To Brazil, 7,254 volumes, value $1,135.38 ; 
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to Central America, 520 volumes, value 
$125.17 ; to Japan, 1,200 volumes, value 
$130.31; to La Plata, 4,525 volumes, value 


$398.53; to West Indies, 4 volumes, value 
$2.80. Total, 13,503 volumes, value $1,792.19. 

The issues for the month of August from 
the Bible House were 70,803 volumes.
